Chicago, Dec. 21 (By the Associated 
Press).—Two of the greatest baseball 
players in the history of the game— 
Ty Cobb and Tris Speaker—today were 
named by Commissioner Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis in an expose of a 
scandal that went back to 1919, the 
year climaxed by the famous crooked 
world series between the White Sox and 
Cincinnati Reds. 
Cobb, famed as the 
and Speaker, the famous “Spoke” of 
the Indians, had their names linked 
with “Dutch” Leonard and “Smoky 
Joe” Wood, both former American 
league pitching stars, in a conspiracy 
to bet on an alleged “fixed’’ game be- 
tween Detroit and Cleveland, played at 
Detroit on September 25, 1919. 
Cobb, until after the close of 
1926 season, was manager of the De- 
troit club, and a star player on it for 
twenty years, while Speaker held the 
same managerial position with Cleve- 
land. Both resigned, suddenly, after 
the finish of the 1926 pennant race.

The sum of money involved in the 

latest scandal was $600, bet by 
Leonard, a one-time Tiger pitcher, and 
Wood, against $420, on the Tigers to 
win. Detroit won the game. Nothing 
in the 100 pages of testimony or let- 
ters made public by Commissioner 
Landis reveal that either Cobb or 
Speaker wagered on the game, but it 
indicates they had knowledge of the 
betting. 
The scandal came to light when 
Leonard, pressing a claim against the 
Detroit club, turned over two letters, 
one from Cobb, the other from Wood. 
These letters were presented to 4&4 
secret meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the American league, held here 
last September. Ban Johnson, the 
American league president, immediate- 
ly presented them to Commissioner 
Landis for investigation. 

Leonard, Detroit pitcher, asserted 
that he, Cobb, Speaker and Wood, 
pitcher for Cleveland, met “under the 
grandstand,” of Navin field, Detroit, on 
September 24, 1919, and agreed that 
Detroit should win its game with 
Cleveland on the following day, thus 
clinching third place for Detroit in the 
American league pennant race.

HER MAIDEN NAME. 


The alleged refusal of the register of copy- 
rights of the Congressional Library to decide 
that a married woman may take out a 
right in her maiden name seems to have stirred 
some of the ladies to deep resentment and loud 
protest.

The plan was offered because of disapproval 
of several proposals now pending to incorpor- 
ate some of the existing towns and the creation 
of other subdivisions of the county as special 
tax areas. Such a program might possibly 
make impossible any future large public im- 
provements, and undoubtedly would make 
more difficult the work of the park and plan- 
ning commission, which would find it necessary 
to conduct individual negotiations with a large 
number of small separate units. Suburban 
areas require tax incomes over and above 
farming areas, however, to provide such serv- 
ices as trash removal and fire protection, and 
the first method to suggest itself of obtaining 
such funds in a county containing both types 
of areas is by incorporation of the villages and 
towns.

FIGHTING TWINS MAKE: PEACE. 
War has raged near the laughing water of 
Minnehaha for so long that the memory of 


men runneth not to the contrary. But now 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, the fighting twins, 
have decided to bury the hatchet and smoke 
the pipe-stone pipe of peace. 


Once the twin cities were ten miles apart, « 


and even so late as the time when McKinley 
wes almost nominated by a woman waving a 
flag from the gallery of the convention hall at 
the Minneapolis convention, the territory be- 
tween the two was known as the ‘Interurban 
Tract,’’ the residents on which were scorned 
by the one city and hated by the other. 

But time has eliminated the rural space be- 
tween the two, and only the imaginary boun- 
dary exists. To all intents and purposes Min- 
neapolis and her saintly twin are one munici- 
pality. The other day the armistice which 
has existed for a decade was made into a treaty 
of amity and peace, and it was ratified at a 
“get-together dinner’ whereat were read let- 
ters from President Coolidge and several mem- 
bers of his cabinet, all of which breathed con- 
gratulations over ‘‘the tidings of great joy”’ 
which had floated out of the west. 

It is regrettable that the late chief of the 
money order division of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment could not have lived long enough to hear 
of the rapprochement of the rivals.

GOVERNMENT RESTRICTION. 


There appears to be a movement on foot 
to solve the surplus question by employing 
some form of government restriction. For in- 
stance, it is proposed to solve the cotton sur- 
plus problem by establishing a Federal agency 


yo control and restrict the amount of cotton 


planted and raised for the markets. Likewise 
there is a movement on foot to establish a Fed- 
eral agency to control and restrict the amount 
of corn and wheat to be raised and marketed. 

This opens up a large question involving a 
disturbance of established economic principles, 
especially that of the law of supply and de- 
mand. The proposed plan seeks to control 
and restrict the amount of food products and 
farm products so as to raise the price to con- 
sumers. Such an exercise of power, if success- 
ful, would upset many accepted theories and 
principles of political economy. 

The question arises: If the government can 
control and limit the production of agricul- 
tural products in order to raise prices, why can 
| it not control and limit the production of all 
commodities, through Federal agencies deal- 
ing with leather, wool, timber, ores, machinery, 
and all other articles consumed by the public? 
If there is authority for taking control of cot- 
ton there is authority for taking control of 
wool. The end of the process would mean 
government control of all industrial'and agri- 
cultural activities. The result of such a pro- 
cedure is perfectly clear to all who think. 

By suggesting such a plan, are not its pro- 
moters approaching the problem from the 
wrong end? Instead of government restriction 
of the production of agricultural or industrial 
commodities, an increase in their consump- 
tion should be promoted and encouraged. 

Ever since the world war the tendency in 
most foreign countries has been to produce 
more. Production of agricultural products has 
more than kept pace with population and con- 
sumption. Production of manufactured com- 
modities has well nigh reached that point. 
The only factor that saves the United States 
in this regard is the constantly expanding con- 
suming power of the people. This expansion

which the property had been allowed to stand 
idle. 

Apparently several cases already. have 
arisen which make such legislation desirable. 
In one case the owner is reported to have 
gained knowledge that his property had been 
selected for a playground site, whereupon he 
hastily contracted for a large building, the re- 
moval of large quantities of material to the 
site, and for a quick excavation, which so 
greatly increased the value of the property that 
the project had to be’ abandoned, 

The legislation sought would prevent sim- 
ilar practices. Apparently it’ is so worded 
that both the commission and the public would 
be afforded complete protection, not only dur- 
ing the process of the negotiations, but also if 
it should be found necessary to abandon any 
contemplated project. The taxpaying public 
is entitled to protection against citizens ‘who 
try to barter the public benefit for individual 
gain, and who frequently succeed in. blocking 
public improvements.

It goes without saying 
that the lead should be toward the 
hand containing the double tenace, 
and that the play should be suitably 
varied if the Second Hand play an 
honor.

Seattle, Dec. 21 (By A. P.).—A na- 
tional park rivaling Yellowstone and

Next, stitch the shoulder and under- 
arm seams, open and press. The neck- 
line may be finished on the inside with 
a bias fold of the fabric or with bias 
binding bought at the notion counter. 

Stitch the sleeve seam open, and 
press; then stitch the sleeve into the 
armhole and overcast the seams to- 
gether. Try on and adjust the side 
fullness—drawing all the threads at 
one time if possible. A lining may be 
put inside to hold the blouse in place, 
if your figure requires it. The trim- 
ming ends, placed at one side, may 
be picoted all around, then shirred in

Baseball, luffing along in the scll- 

same easy manner that marked the 
game since the organization of the 
American league in 1900 received 
its first injection of frenzied finance 
in 1920 when New York’s two 
colonels, Ruppert and Houston, of 
the Yankees, proceeded to buy the 
league pennant by purchasing out- 
right at fancy figures the stars of 
the Boston Red Sox. 


Babe Ruth, wsnes, Waite 
Hoyt, Joe Bush, Herb Pennock, Ev- 
erett Scott and Wally Schang were 
involved in the deals that transferred 
a pennant-winning team in Boston to 
Father Knickerbocker’s children in 
the Bronx. 

Rupert and Houston were the first 
to pay the high salaries to,their ball 
players. The one objective of a big 
leaguer was to play for a New York 
team. Other magnates were forced 
to meet the competition of the Yan- 
kees or the Giants and high salaries 
soon became general. With them 
the demands of the ballplayer in- 
creased. 

Efforts of the club owners to build 
or buy pennant-winning teams con- 
tributed to the frenzy of the finance 
of the game. Soon the baliplayers 
were dictating their own terms vir- 
tually. and usually carried their 
points. For a span of years New 
York clubs with their ne Fett 
check books held the upper hand and 
witnessed three intercity world’s 
series.

First hint of the concerted 
move of the magnates to put an 
end to the high salaries of ball- 
players came with the resignation 
of Tris Speaker as manager of the 
Cleveland Indians. Previously 
Ty Cobb had resigned as pilot of 
the Tigers for reasons considered 
personal and Eddie Collins had 
been released outright by Presi- 
dent Comiskey, of the White Sox. 
Speaker’s departure from the 
game so close upon the heels of 
Cobb and Collins carried much 
significance. Three high salaries 
were lopped off major league ros- 
ters.

Hornsby’s case, engineered by Presi- 
dent Breadon, of the Cardinals, was 
the most apparent and open display 
of the new attitude of the club 
owners since the close of the 1926 
séason. Hornsby was made a flat 
proposition of signing up at $50,000 
for one: year or be traded. He re- 
fused and was traded and the deal 
proved the most sensational in recent 
years. 

Even the man who led his team to 
a league pennant and then to the 
world’s series championship was not 
to flaunt the power of the _ club 
owners—not in their present attitude 
toward high salaries and long-term 
contracts. Hornsby, firm in the belief 
that he was too valuable a player to 
be disposed of was rudely disillusion - 
ed. Breadon merely went a_ step

Think- 
ing it was none of his business, I gave 
rs an anonymous and incorrect re- 
ply.” 

Wood said he never talked to Speaker 
about a bet on the game. 

“It was not exactly a practice,’ Wood 
declared, “but it was not uncommon 
for ball players to bet on a game, even 
in the middle of the season. I recall 
one instance when the whole Washing- 
ton team went broke—that is, they lost 
all the cash they had with them—on a 
ball game that I pitched and beat Wal- 
ter Johnson. They won it back the 
next day, when Bob Groom beat our 
club.” 

“Who did they bet on?” 

“On their own ball club.” 


Speaker testified before Landis 
that he had “no knowledge what- 
ever” of the transaction alleged by 
Leonard, and no such “under the 
grandstand” conversation as Leon- 
ard detailed. 


The former Cleveland manager said 
he learned last June or July that Leon- 
ard was trying to implicate him with 
the letters. 

“Mr. Johnson (president of the 
league) came to Cleveland,” Speaker 
said, “and told me that Leonard had 
some such letter from Wood. He asked 
me if I knew anything about it and I 
said no. Then I asked Wood about it. 
I had never heard of it before.” . 

Speaker said that he used his regu- 
lar line-up in the Detroit game of 
September 25, and that “Since'I had 
the management of the club (in Aug- 
ust, 1919), I always tried to win every 
ball game.”
